I, Jeffrey L.C Wright, declare that: 



1 . I am an inventor named in the above-identified application and an inventor of the subject 
matter described and claimed therein. 



2. Prior to (1) the filing date of U.S. Patent No. 6,147,236 to Higgins'lII (December 15, 
1998) and (2) the priority date of Higgins HI (August 25, 1998), I had conceived and reduced to 
practice the invention described and claimed in the subject application in Canada prior to August 
25, 1998 and after December 7, 1993, as evidenced by the following: 

I conceived and reduced the invention to practice in laboratories at Ocean Nutrition 
Canada LTD., as shown in Exhibit 1, attached. 



Exhibit 1 is a notebook page that provides a detailed synthetic procedure for producing 
stigmasterol esters of DHA and EPA. The source of DBA and EPA is in the material identified 
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as "EFAX" in the notebook page, EFAX is also used as the source of DHA and EPA in the 
Example at page 12 of the present specificatioti. In the procedure enclosed in Exhibit 1, EFAX 
(135.8 mg) and stigmasterol (108.8 mg) were stiixed and placed in a heating element for two 
hours at 1 15-1 19^C, To this mixture, approximately 1 mg of sodium ethoxide (base catalysts) 
was added. After one hour, another 10 rag of sodium ethoxide was added.
